A recent invention, having for its object the dispensing entirely 
with the use of Jubricants in all classes of machines is now on its 
trial, with every prospect of success, The value of such an invention 
cannot be over estimated when the resulting cleanliness, saving of 
the cost of lubricants, and of time and attention in viling bearings 
is considered. The invention Consists in substituting for the ordi- 
nary metal bearings others of peculiar composition less than half the 
cost of metal, but which can be turned, bored, and is otherwise sus- 
ceptible of treatment similar to metal. In consequence of the in- 
ventor, Mr. S. Coliné, being an exhibitor at the International Expo- 
sition at Vienna, and from that cause then resident there, the first 
experimental bearing of this composition was tried at the ma- 
chine works of Messrs, Dolainski, of Vienna. It was placed in posi- 
tion on Aug, 24 last; and recent intelligence from that city confirms 
that this bearing, which has been in constant use from that date 
without any lubricant, is still in admirable working order, the shaft 
running coolly, smoothly, and continuously. In this country a bear- 
ing placed in position at Messrs. Waterlow and Sons’ Works, London 
Wall, on February 13, is at this time in perfect order, the shaft being 
bright and smooth, and no grease nor oil having been used, This is 
on the driving shaft, and near to it is taken the motion for driving 
two large printing machines. Asa proof of its working satisfac- 
torily, another bearing is now placed on the steam-engine at the 
same works. These bearings are now in use at the Bessemer Steel 


Works Greenwich; at Messrs. Symons Brothers, engineers, South- 
wark; lie Dartford Gunpowder Mills; Mr. Starnes’ Engineering

The application of Kalosie gas to household purposes affords a

and heated gases are robbed of their caloric, and wire-drawn, as it 
were, through the pumice, fire-clay, asbestos, or other substantive 
interruption enabling all the heat to be turned to useful account by 
after conduction and radiation. 

The manufacture of kalosic gas is a process of such extreme sim- 
plicity, and requires such limited apparatus, and so small an amount 
of attention, that as soon as its great advantagesare once known its 
adoption cannot fail to be universal, and it will presently become 
an indispensible element in every household for supplying the all- 
important functions of heat and light.

This is placed in the corner of a back 
kitchen, cellar, or outhouse, and it supplies all the requirements of 
the house in the staple commodities of artificial heat and light, 
to the extent of the generative power above named, which in the 
majority of instances will be found ample. The whole apparatus 
costs but a few pounds, and the total absence of complexity in its 
arrangement is evidence at ounce of its permanentcharacter and easy 
management. It will be observed that when the kalosic gas is made 
in this way upon the premises, the manufacturing price is the actual 
cost price to the consumers—2d. per 1000 for heating gas, and 6d. per 
1000 for lighting gas.

VENTILATION OF COAL MINES. 


At the Society of Engineers, on Monday (Mr. WM. MACGEORGE, 
President, in the chair), a paper was read by Mr. GEORGE G, ANDRE, 
on the Ventilation of Coal Mines. In introducing the subject, the 
author alluded to the imperative necessity which oxist for establish- 
ing the principles of mine ventilation upon a definite and certain 
basis. The vague notions and rule of thumb practices which still 
characterise mine management in this respect lead to disastrous re- 
sults, and are in no way creditable to the present state of engineering 
science. A recent Act of Parliament compels the managers “ to pro- 
videatall times an adequate amount of ventilation to dilute and render 
harmless the noxious gases” generated in coal mines; but no attempt 
is made to remove existing eccentricities of practice by defining 
what constitutes * an adequate amount.” Such adefinition, however, 
theauthor consider possible, notwithstanding the numerous and ever- 
changing conditions to which mines are subject. A general solu- 
tion of the problem, he confessed, was not to be looked for, but it 
was both highly desirable and quite practicable to lay down some de- 
finite and invariable basis upon which every individual case might be 
accurately and readily calculated. After a careful investigation of 
the causes of vitiation in the atmosphere of a mine, some of which 
causes have never before been taken into account, the author drew 
the conclusion that the necessary quantity of air per man was 3 cubic 
feet, and per horse 12 cubic feet per minute. On approaching the 
more important question of vitiation by gases given off by the mine, 
he granted the difficulties were much greater, and only an approxi- 
mate solution was possible, But he thought a fairly close approxi- 
mation might be obtained sufliciently near to constitute a reliable 
basis upon which to calculate an adequate ventilation. A careful 
investigation of the matter had led him to conclude that 1 cubic foot 
of air per second for every 100 yards of surface was an adequate 
quantity ina dry mine, making but little gas of any kind. That 
allowed for the exhalation and formation of ‘067 cubie foot of 
impurities—ze., noxious gases, vapour of water and solid floating 
matters—per second, In other words, | cubic foot of air to every 
100 yards of surface is equivalent toa film about } inch thick spreac 
over that surface, which film is changed every minute. And ‘067 
cubic foot of gases to the same extent of surface is equivalent to a 
film about 1-20 in. thick formed every minute. This quantity is, 
under the favourable conditions assumed, only just suflicient, and is 
thus analogous to the breaking strain in the materials. In every 
case it will have to be multiplied by an appropriate factor of safety, 
the value of which must be determined by the conditions of the case, 
the value of this factor will vary from 2 in. non-fiery to 6 in. very 
fiery seams, This mode of treatment, which will be recognised as 
novel, brings the matter at once within the range of calculation, 
and furnishes a ready means of comparison. 

Next in importance to an adequate quantity of air is the manner 
of its distribution through the workings; and in the course of his 
remarks on this subject Mer. André brid down as two essential eon- 
ditions of a good distribution: —1, That the air should not pass from 
the broken to the whole mine. —2. That it shuuld not be possible for 
an explosion to take the airolf the men at the faces of work, nor to 
reverse the direction of the current, Those conditions, he remarked, 
though rewlily acknowledged in theory, were far from being ob- 
served in practice, and he did not hesitate to assert that the greater 
nuinber of explosion that occurred, and a large proportion of the 
deaths that resulted therefrom, were due to neglect of these obvious 
conditions. Incredible as it might seem, such neglect was still com- 
mon, and was to be attributed rather to want of skill in dealing 
with the ventilative current than to ignorance of what was neces- 
sary and desirable. In the course of the paper, which was illustrated 
by diagrams, the author pointed out the advantages of spacious air- 
ways and shorts runs, and showed the necessity of supervision to 
ensure the proper working of any system of ventilation. 











SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE AND EAST WORCESTERSHIRE 
INSTITUTE OF MINING ENGINEERS.

He claimed for his invention that it did all the 
work necessary in tunnelling, for it not only cut away the face, but 
it delivered the debris itself by means of an endless moving band. 
In headings it was only possible that two men could work together, 
and they did so under great disadvantages, The machine he had 
the honour to speak of was able to do considerably more at less cost. 
Mr. Brunton then referred to the diagram on walls, and showed that 
the machine was fixed in the heading, after which a series of revoly- 
ing dises, attached to large chucks, cleared away the surface. In the 
course of their revolutions the discs travelled over the whole face to 
be cut out, and the depth of the cuts could be regulated from the

FOREIGN MINING AND*METALLURGY, 


A further fall in Chilian copper has occurred at Paris,

been concluded, Prices have, nevertheless, not declined ; on thg 
contrary, they have been supported without much difficulty, Me.

Marne and in the Nord. Pig has remained comparatively neglected, 
A certain amount of attention is being devoted to the ferro-map. 
ganese question. A company, with a capital of 240,000/., has been 
formed for the production of iron and steel with a mixture of man 
ganese. Among the directors of thisnew concern may be mentioned 
MM. Jullien, Tessié du Motay, Delessert, Sénarmont, and Lutscher, 

The Belgian coal trade is characterised by more indecision than 
ever, and prices have remained very variable. No two people 
appear to be agreed as to the real quotations of the moment, or as 
to the tendencies of the moment, or as to the hopes reserved by the 
future. At Liége the extraction has been reduced nearly one half, 
and yet coalowners who have stocks are making some efforts to 
dispose of them. Coke has remained neglected ; unwashed has been 
quoted at 17s. 6d. to 18s, 4d. per ton, while washed has made 1/. 4d, 
per ton. There are complaints as to want of business, At Charleroi, 
notwithstanding the conclusion of some contracts, quotations have 
not revived. At Mons there has been nothing very novel to report, 
The imports of coal into Belgium in January amounted to 39,000 
tons, against 27,000 tons in January, 1873, The imports from Eng- 
land presented an increase of 13,000 tons; and those from Germany 
an increase of 4000 tons. The imports from France exhibited, how 
ever, a slight falling off, prices having ruled rather higher in the 
French departments of the Nord and the Pas-de-Calais than in Bel- 
gium. The imports of coke, which amounted to 2680 tons in January, 
1873, were only 430 tons in January this year. The exports of coal 
from Belgium continue to show a rather sensible diminution; thus, 
they only amounted in January to 218,000 tons, as compared wit! 
367,000 tons in January, 1873. The exports of Belgian coal fell of 
140,000 tons in January as regards France, and G00 tons as regaris 
the Low Countries. The exports of coke from Belgium in January 
only amounted to ‘40,000 tons, as compared with £9,000 tons in 
January, 1875, 

The Belgian iron trade remains extremely quiet, but some fa- 
vourable circumstances have slightly improved the state of affairs 
during the pastfortnight. If it isnot possible to obtain large orders, 
and if the future is surrounded with uncertainties, still numerous 
small current orders keep the rolling-mills going. Some rather inl- 
portant orders for girders, plates, and rails have been received from 
England, Belgian prices are much lower than those current in 
England, and Belgian firms are hoping in consequence that English 
orders will be maintained for some time to come. At Lidge the 
symptoms of revival which have appeared of late have become sel* 
sibly more decided, and a rolling-mill which has been extinguished 
for some time past is expected to be re-lighted, if, indeed, it has 
not been already brought into operation, The state of affairs ap- 
pears favourable at present for the conclusion of contracts by Bel- 
gian firms; thus raw materials are very cheap, pig and coal being 
much neglected, and a sensible revival in the current of orders would 
render prices highly remunerative. An Industrial Bourse has been 
established at Léige through the efforts of the principal industrials 
of the Liége basin. There is little doubt that this institution will 
render a great service to local industry by facilitating transac 
tions. The Administration of the Belgian State railways has been 
making a series of trials with the Westinghouse and Heberlein 
breaks. The imports of iron of various kinds into Belgium ™ 
January presented a rather sensible decrease as compared with 
January, 1873, having been 13,500 tons, as compared with 19,000 tons. 
The imports of iron from England fell off in January 8000 tons 
while those from Germany increased 3000 tons. The exports of iron 
from Germany also presented a rather sensible diminution in January, 
having been 16,800 tons, as compared with 19,200 tons in January, 
1873. There was an augmentation of 1000 tons in the exports to 
England, one of 2500 tons in the exports to France, one of 1500 —

THARSIS SULPHUR AND COPPER COMPANY. 

The following are the more material portions of the directors’ re- 
port for 1873, to be submitted at the forthcoming annual meeting 
of the company :— 

Tuarsis Mives.—North Lode and Open Cast: The overburden removed during 
the year amounted to 159,264 metres, at a cost of 17,555/., including some solid 
masonry at the North Salband, on which the trains run that carry the spoil to the 
waste bank, The mineral has refunded the sum of 13,333/., leaving a debit of

metres. This gives a total of proved mineral, during the short time we have been 
at work, of 997,990 tons. The boring is being continued, and each metre in depth 
will give 55,400 tons. The average overburden is 17 metres. It may be advan- 
tageous at a future time to work here by open cast, as in the north lode. The pre- 
paratory works did not admit of a regular extraction of mineral until about the 
month of August ; and for the five months ending Dee. 31 there were raised 26,934 
tons. Theevidences of a large mass of mineral existing in this deposit become 
stronger as the explorations advance.—South Lode: Here the mineral has been 
proved, and 3400 tons extracted, and many ancient workings were met with. As 
the supplies and capabilities of extraction of mineral from the north and central 
lodes are now assured for many years, up to any quantity that may be required, 
it is intended to restrict the workings on the south lode to simple explorations by 
a small number of men. In this way, and at a trifling annual cost, everything 
will be put in readiness for a more extensive output of the mineral from this lode 
at afuturetime. The Tharsis mines have yielded 321,550 tons of mineral for the 
year 1873, of which 216,601 tons were sent to the port for shipment, the remainder 
being reserved for the production of copper on the mine. The output for 1874 will 
po ogg toa quantity amply sufficient to meet ~~ export demand that may 
arise, and the requirements of the company in Spain. The contracts already mad 
for 1874 exceed those of 1873. It wilt be seen that the total quantity of miner 
raised has fallen short of 1872 by 11,910 tons.

OPENING OF THE Nortit LANCASHIRE AND CUMBERLAND Ex- 
CHANGE.—On Monday last a new trade exchange, established for 
the purpose of arranging for a weekly meeting of colliery proprie- 
tors, mineowners, ironmasters, engineers, founders, and other busi- 
ness men in North Lancashire and Cumberland, was opened at Barrow- 
in-Furness. It has long been felt that it would be very advantageous to the in 
terests of all the leading mercantile and commercial firms on the West Coast if an 
institution of this character could be successfully founded, and the movement which | 
has resulted in the opening of the new Exchange at Barrow has received the cor- 
dial and hearty support of the principal trading companies and private firms in 
the district. About 150 gentlemen attended on Monday, and at one o'clock the 
Mayor of Barrow (Mr. J.T. Smith) formally opened the Exchange for business. | 
Although this first meeting partook very largely of the character of a friendly 
gathering rather than an ordinary exchange day, transactions in different branches 
of trade were sufficiently numerous and important to prove that the institution | 
has not been prematurely set on foot, and the opinion was generally express od 
amongst those who were present that the amount of business done was, under the 
circumstances, quite satisfactory, and very encouraging with regard to future pro 
spects. The enquiries with regard to native ore were by no means limited, but 
business was at a standstill, for holders were bent on maintaining current prices, 
while buyers looked for some reduction in view of the present aspect of the iron 
trade. There was a similar want of activity with regard to pig-iron, owing, no 
doubt, to the unsettled condition of the market just at present. Several parcels of 
merchants’ iron, however, were sold at 11/.

Iron, —It is hardly possible that the present disorganisation in 
the Iron Trade ean be exceeded. From the North of England the 
reports are most discouraging.

ment to remain in force until the beginning of July, when the masters are ready 
to revert tothe terms which the men are now willing to accept. It is very mneh 
to be desired that some such terms as these might meet with general acceptance, 
inasmuch as the Staffordshire and North of England districts are prepared to 
abide by the decision that may be arrived at. The quotations for pig-iron are 
from 58s. to 60s, No. 3, and 58s, No. 4; but there is hardly any business doing. In 
the finished iron market there is no vitality, and quotations show a wide margin, 
according to the position in which the various works find themselves and the 
opinions held with regard to the future. No quotations are, however, yet low 
enough to influence any influx of orders. Rails of ordinary sections are obtain- 
able at about 9/. and plates at 11/. Tt is believed, and there are grounds for the 
conclusion that if rails could be quoted some 30s, or 2/, below present quotations, 
a fair business would be done in this department of the trade; but it is quite im 
possible, even with the expected reduction in the price of fuel, to effect such 
an important reduction in the value of finished iron. The raw material must fall 
still lower, and wages must yet be re-arranged upon a lower basis before buyers 
will come forward aud impart that activity to the centres of the iron industry 
which has been lacking for so long atime. Belgian iron continues to be imported 
freely into the iron districts of West Yorkshire at a price considerably in favour of 
the importers, as compared with the cost of production on the spot. Notice has 
been given to all persons employed in and about the ironworks of Mr. Robert 
Crawshay, of Cyfartha Ironworks, and all colliers producing coal for consumption 
at the works, that all contracts shall cease in one month. The reason for the pub 
lication of this notice is given by Mr. Crawshay to be that having no orders on his 
books, and his agents in London being unable to procure any, and as he is indis- 
posed to making for stock in the existing condition of trade, he has adopted this 
course as the best under the circumstances. 

There was a gathering of about 4000 members of the Cleveland Miners’ Associa- 
tion at Saltburn during this week, at which the wages question was considered. 
The proposition on the part of the masters to reduce all wages by 12 per cent. was 
not approved of, and it was determined that a joint committee should be appointed 
to consider the question. The general feeling of the meeting was that the wages 
of the miners should be regulated as those of the iron workers by a sliding scale’in 
proportion to the price of iron. The stocks of ironstone in the Cleveland district are 
large, and on the increase, but owing to the non-reception of the returns of one of 
the producing firms, the usual monthly report of stocks has not been published. 
The Staffordshire men have resolved to accept the terms proposed by the masters, | 
so the fear of a strike in that quarter is averted forthe moment. A large gathering | 
of the Monmouthshire and South Wales Collieries Association was held on Wednes | 
day last at Cardiff, with a view of considering the terms upon which the rate of | 
wages should be reduced. The result of the meeting was the notices should be | 
posted up on Monday the 20th instant, at all the collieries in Monmouthshire | 
and South Wales announcing the termination of all contracts. No resolution 
was agreed upon regarding the terms upon which fresh arrangements with the 
workmen were to be made, but this subject will engage the attention of the coal- | 
owners at an adjourned meeting very shortly. The iron trade being intimately 
connected with the coal trade, the ironmasters have determined upon the adoption 
of like measures to those which shall be agreed upon by the coalowners, In 
the Carmarthen and Glamorg.n districts a reduction of 20 per cent. in the rate of 
wages from May 1 next hi Vey jon unanimously. 

The reports of these various meetings only tend to show the state of complete 
dislocation into which the iron trade has fallen, and, doubtless, intending buyers 
will lose nothing by, as far as possible, watching the tide of events, and biding their 
time till some final settlement of the questions which affect such a variety of in- 
terests has been arrived at, and the future of the trade becomes somewhat more 
clearly defined than is at present the case.

THE MINERS’ CONFERENCE. 

The Conference of the Amalgamated Association of Miners, pre- 
sided over by Mr. T. ITALLIDAy, after sitting for seven days in Man- 
chester, was brought to a close on Tuesday. The report which was 
read, as well as the entire proceedings, brought out in the strongest 
relief the truly aggressive character of the Association and its 
leaders, On the first day the programme included the financial 
statement, which must have struck any man of ordinary intelligence 
as most unsatisfactory from any possible point of view. From it 
we find that out of a eapital or income of 87,555/. the expenditure 
for the half-year was no less than 26,005/. [t further appears that 
the Amalgamated is by far the largest association directly connected 
with any mining body in the kingdom; but, at the same time it is 
the poorest, for whilst in the North of England and Yorkshire the 
miners’ societies show that they are worth from 2/. to 3/. per mem- 
ber, the Amalgamated at the present time can only boast of a ecapi- 
tal that if divided would give less than 2s, 2d, to every person be- 
longing to it. But thisis not to be wondered at when we find that 
the working expenses amount to 9 per cent. of the income, salaries 
and travelling expenses being not the least of the items. Weare not 
aware what portion of the sum under the head of “ salaries” falls 
to the lot of the President; but, independent of the 967/. expended 
on his behalf in hisattempt to get returned for Merthyr, we fell as- 
sured that he had the lion’sshare. Without any unkindly feeling to- 
wards Mr. TTALLIDAY, we must give him credit for not being blind 
to his own interests, which he has found to be best served by keep- 
ing up an unceasing agitation and antagonism between employers 
and employed. Our reason for saying so much is that the time of 
the President of the Amalgamated appears to be fully occupied in 
journeying from place to place, and that, we presume, at the ex- 
pense of those he represents. But had the districts with which his 
association is connected been kept in the same peaceful state which 
has characterised almost every other one in the kingdom until 
within the last week or two, then Mr. ITALLIDAY would only have 
been in reeeipt of the trifling sum given to the presidents of other 
mining bodies, who think more of the honour than they do of the 
pay. Yet we have no hesitation in stating that during the last two 
or three years Mr, IIALLIDAY has netted twenty times more than 
the president of any other miners’ association in existence, and 
where the capital is not only many times larger than that of the 
Amalgamated, but has been far more carefully nursed. It is true 
that the leaders of the associations alluded to have not had so many 
pleasant journeys as Mr, HALLIDAY has had, nor have they managed 
to keep the miners and their employers in a constant state of fer- 
mentation, so as to render necessary their presence for the purpose 
of healing differences too often created for a special object. With 
the constant visits to the places connected with the Amalgamated, 
together with a residence in London as one of the parliamentary 
agents, at a salary of 2ls, per day, with travelling expenses, Mr. 
HALLIDAY is not likely, we think, to care much about returning to 
a mine again, unless, indeed, it is as a proprietor. 

Not the least important act of the Congress was the agreement to 
admit the miners of Cornwall and Devoninto the Association. This, 
of course, will lead to not a few journeys into these counties, for an 
agent is to at once visit them for the purpose of enrolling members. 
This is decidedly a new step in the history of colliery societies, for 
there is not the least affinity in either working or wages between 
the miners engaged in raising tin and copper and those engaged in 
working coal. But increased numbers will add to the funds upon 
which there is likely to be a heavy draw before long, whilst migra- 
tion from the southern counties into Lancashire may be partially 
stopped. But should quietness be restored in our colliery districts, 
then Cornwall and Devon will most likely be made a new battle- 
field, in which Mr. HALLIDAY and his lieutenants will be the lead- 
ing actors, so that there will be fresh pastures and pleasant journeys 
for these gentlemen. 

On the second day of the Congress the President gave the opening 
address, in which he reviewed the wages question, and the strikes 
which had taken place in consequence of the proposals made by the 
colliery owners to enforce a reduction of wages. He said he should 
like to see a more settled state of affairs in the coal trade—a sen- 
timent which we feel sure will be genuinely echoed by mineowners, 
as well as the general public. But Mr. Hanirpay went farther, for 
he said that if the price of coal came to be so low that the masters 
could not afford to pay the men sufficiently, the latter would then 
have the right to regulate the output so as to obtain higher wages. 
To effect that object, Mr. HALLIDAY will find that not only himself 
and his associates, but colliery proprietors as well, are entirely 
powerless. But any attempt in that direction would immedi- 
ately have the effect of creating a very great demand for coal-

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OUR RAILWAY IRON ABROAD, 


The data now available as to the exports of railway iron from the 
United Kingdom in March are more encouraging than could have 
been hoped and expected. The aggregate shipments of the montl 
come out at 62,992 tons, against 42,964 tons in March, 1873, and 
70,112 tons in March, 1872. The decline in the American demand in 
March—which was still very marked during that month—wasmor 
than compensated for by the revival in the deliveries in other di- 
rections ; and even the shipments to the United States in March at 
tained more importance than might, perhaps, have been expected. 
Thus, we sent the Americans in January, 7444 tons of our railway 
iron; in February, 953+ tons; and in March, 11,047 tons. The 
American consumption is thus improving rather than otherwise; ¢ 
the same time, a very great declension is observable as compared 
with 1875 and 1872, the aggregate shipments to the United States m 
the first quarter of this year having been 28,025 tons, against 69,453 
tons in the corresponding period of 1875, and 129,605 tons in the 
corresponding period of 1872, We have already given the ship-

BLASTING WITH DYNAMITE, 

A number of very interesting experiments in blasting with Dyna- 
mite were performed last week in the vicinity of Rossie Priory, on 
the estate of Lord Kinnaird, near Dundee. They were conducted at 
the request of Lord Kinnaird by Mr. John Downie, C.E., manager 
and secretary for the British Dynamite Company, the sole manufac- 
turers of the new blasting agent in the United Kingdom. There 
were present, at the invitation of the noble Lord, a large number of 
gentlemen, including Sir John Richardson, of Pitfour; Sir John 
Ogilvy, of Inverquharity; Colonel Ogilvy; Mr. Harry Ogilvy, of 
Baldovan; Mr. Cunningham, harbour engineer, Dundee; Mr. Machi- 
son, town surveyor, Dundee; and others from Perth, Dundee, and 
the surrounding district.

It would 
not explode itself, and though set fire to it would burn harmlessly 
away; even when ignited in a confined space it would still burn 
harmlessly away, although it would expend its power more rapidly 
than in “the open.” When one or two cartridges were opened it 
Was found that the Dynamite was soft and plastic, and of a reddish- 
brown colour, somewhat similar to raw cane sugar. Onapplyinga 
burning match to one of the cartridges it burned quietly and without 
any explosion, and left a greyish-white residue, consisting simply 
of fine siliceous earth, known as hieselgiihr, which is the medium in 
Which the power of the really explosive substance, nitroglycerine, 
18 utilised in blasting. ‘ 

_ One of the denotators, which is simply an extra powerful percus- 
Sion cap, was fired by introducing a piece of Bickford fuse, and then 
igniting the free end of the fuse. In the course of a few seconds a 
toud report ensued, and Mr. Downie said that a few cartridges fired 
a similar manner might be used for producing very loud reports 
at sea as distress signals. In order to demonstrate more imme- 
diately the practical application of Dynamite as a blasting material 
to the satisfaction of the spectators, Mr. Downie tried it upon a 
punter of tree roots, the trees themselves having recently been 
elled purposely for the experiments. By means of a crowbar a 
hole was driven through the soil immediately underneath the prin- 
Ciyal mass of the root, two or three cartridges were thrown into 
the hole, and rammed firmly home by means of a wooden rammer, 
then the “ brimer” cartridge, prepared in the usual way with a cap- 
Upped fuse, was introduced close up to the last cartridge, the opening

THE MINING INDUSTRY IN SPAIN. 
From various oflicial reports dealing with the subject of trade and 
commerce in Spain we get some information as to the mining in- 
dustry which will be of interest to our readers. 


working of the mines in the neighbourhood. Under the dominion 
of the ancient Romans the search for minerals was actively carried 
on, and around the old mines enormous heaps of scoria of Roman 
formation are yet to be seen, the whole mass representing a weight 
of millions of tons. According to the most reasonable calculations 
they may be estimated at from 20,000,000 to 25,000,000 of tons, which would give 
an equivalent of about 1,000,000 tons of copper. Of late years the mines in the 
neighbourhood of Huelva have been greatly developed. Some years ago a distin- 
guished French mining engineer surveyed the district, and to his skill and energy 
is due the opening of the Tharsis Mines and those of Calanas, together with others 
of less importance, the genera! product having had no little influence upon British 
commerce, ‘The ores exported from Huelva are not confined to fine copper, but 
include ores wrought from the mines, and composed of 48 to 50 per cent. of sulphur, 
45 per cent. iron, to 314 per cent. copper, and a portion of silver sufficiently rich 
to repay the expense of its extraction. Since the ore was first exported British 
manufacturers have found a ready market for it, and utilise all its component 
parts. It may be noted that those companies whose mines possess easy means of 
transport export the ore instead of smelting it. In 1872 the exports of pyrites 
from Huelva to the United Kingdom were 261,373 tons, and it is stated that the 
trade in pyrites ore will attain much larger proportions as soon as certain railways 
in connection with the minesare opened. It is estimated, however, that the amount 
exported at present supplies four-fifths of the total quantity of the consumption in 
the sulphuric acid works in Great Britain. Manganese ore has of late years been 
exported to England from Huelva. This mineral is found in many different places 
in the province in the form of pockets, and has hitherto been worked only on the 
surface. It is held in high esteem for its ricliness. The most important mines in 
this district are those of Tharsis, Calanas, Lajunazo, Lapilla, Buitron, and Sotiel. 

The exports of iron ores from all parts of Spain to the United Kingdom in the 
five vears from 1868 to 1872 are as follows :—1868, 88,700 tons; 1869, 99,816; 1870, 
170,085; IST1, 302,282; and 1872, 631,134 tons, thus showing a very rapid increase. 
With regard to the mines of Malaga, it is stated that there have been additions to 
their number of late. Those situate at the place called El Robledal are deseribed 
as especially worthy of attention, as they contain the richest magnetic iron ore in 
the province. They are remarkably free from deleterious ingredients, there being 
but very small quantities of lime, magnesia, and alumina, only mere traces of sul 
phur and phosphorus, and an entire absence of titanium—characteristics which 
prove the adaptability of the ore for the Bessemer process, capable of producing 
very fine iron, It is mentioned that so highly magnetised are these ores that a 
solid block, some tons in weight, on being struck with a heavy hammer imme 
diately acquired extraordinary polar conditions, and the particles of iron about it, 
and within reach of its action, assumed upon it that peeuliar bristling appearance 
common to all powerful magnets, It is much to be regretted that these mines should 
be crippled, as they apparently are, from want of capitalto work them adequately. 
Statistics, however, relating to the subject, show that the exportation of iron ores 
from Spain has progressed with such rapidity that the quantity of this mineral 
shipped in 1870 was five times greater than the exports of 1866, while the exports 
of copper ore were multiplied over fourteen times in the same period. 

The quantity of lead produced also shows a considerable increase, which denotes 
the degree of improvement attained in Spain in the process of treating the mineral. 
It is pointed out that the production of lead in Spain during the five years from 
18'6 to 1870 exceeded that of Great Britain, though it isasked whether the superior 
metallic results obtained from the English ores may not be, to a considerable ex 
tent, attributable to the system of washing applied geuerally in England, whereby 
the metallic percentage of the ore to be smelted becomes raised from natural 
poverty or mediocrity to artificial rielmess, while washing is rarely resorted to in 
Spain. With regard to the district of Garrucha, a great extension of trade is there 
recorded, which is principally owing to the remarkable development of mining in 
the district, and the sudden aetivity of the iron ore trade, the exports of which 
mineral to England alone amounted in 1872 to 27,000 tons, against 2000 tons in the 
preceding year. Large quantities were also sent to France and Holland. It is stated 
that there exist all along the coast great masses of rich ore, requiring little capital 
to convert them into profitable mines. The ore of this district generally contains 
about 55 per cent. of iron, and S per cent. of manganese, the price being about 
7s. 8d. per ton. The exports of lead from the district also increased. There are 
now nine smelting works within the district using from four to eighteen furnaces 
each, and the ore smelted is brought from the mines of Sierra Almagreruz, a moun 
tain lying about seven miles to the north-east of Garrucha; thisis generally galena, 
or sniphate of lead, and contains from 49 to 80 per cent. of lead. Nearly all these 
ores are said to be very rich in silver. The ore is raised by steam-power, all the 
principal mines having imported small steam-engines for that purpose, but the 
drainage of the whole is undertaken by a special company, and a central pumping- 
engine draws through the medium of subterranean communications the water from 
allthe mines. This, at a eertain level, is also accomplished by means of atunnel, 
or adit, driven through the mountain at the sea level. So abundant is the ore in 
this hill that there are in the part which is being worked no less than 82 mines at 
resent yielding mineral, many of them producing immense fortunes to their 
owners. About one half of the mountain is said to be still virgin, and throughout 
the whole district mining is susceptible of great improvement. The concessions 
of ground may be procured at a small cost, and with efficient capital and proper 
knowledge the profits must be considerable. The ores are now melted in clay 
blast-furnaces of the rudest construction, with long condensation flues. Cupellation, 
or extraction of the silver, is not practised, the very rich leads being sent to Car- 
thagena to be desilverised. 

It is stated that a project has been for some time under consideration at Madrid 
to provide for a Government inspection to be made at the expense of the mining 
proprietors, whilst under the original law, although the mines were held subject 
to examination by the Government engineers, in al! matters relating to the safety 
and efficacy of the measures adopted for the security of the workmen, this was 
not to be carried out at the expense of the miner, 








Prat FoR FurL.—the use of peat for fuel seems to have attracted 
as much attention in the United States as in this country. Some 
time ago Lord Granville heard that it was likely to take the place 
of coal in many parts of the Union, and he directed Her Majesty’s 
Consuls to make enquiries on the subject. Their answers, published 
in a paper just issued from the Foreign Office, are, on the whole, far from en- 
couraging to persons interested in the peat manufacture. All the writers seem to 
concur in the statement that consumers prefer coal to peat whenever they can get 
it at a reasonable price. When coal became very dear peat began to be asked for, 
but as soon as it fell again the use of the artificial fuel was at once givenup. The 
bulk of peat, as proportioned to its heating power, is very much in excess of that 
of coal. A good deal of labour is required in handling it in the raw state; and to 
the cost of labour must be added that of compression, and of the other processes 
preparatory to delivery. It is quite clear, then, that it may not be easy to prepare 
pert at a profit when coal is to be had at a moderate price. A Massachusetts ma- 
nufacturer had a supply of peat close to his factory, and he used it for a time, but 
he now finds it more profitable to get coal from a distance, at a cost of 75 per cent. 
for carriage above its prime cost. This seems to be tolerably conclusive as to the 
present probabilities of any extensive use of peat in the United States. It is, of 
course, solely a question of ultimate cost; and the point for us to consider is whe- 
ther coal has now reached a price in this country that gives peat a chance. If it 
has not, perhaps the latter had better retire from the competition, for it is surely 
not likely to have a better opportunity in our time.

serious affair. It is a good omen that the matter has been taken in 
hand by Mr. Basset. 

There is a good deal of talk just now about the dues question, and 
no wonder, The injustice of making mines pay dues upon gross re- 
turns instead of profits was never more severely felt,and the burden, 
greviousas it was before, has actually been made heavier relatively 
by the action of some of the lords, What shall we say of a lord who 
has received scores of thousands—hundreds of thousands would 
almost be nearer the mark—for a mine which now feels the pressure 
of the times severely, and who not only objects to remit a reduce, 
but actually refuses to see the manager when he proceeds to his seat 
to lay the case of the adventurers before him? The ease is one well 
known in the West. If all mineral lords were like this one mining 
would have been extinet long sinee. Happily such are exceptions, 
and the majority work in the best way they can; what, neverthe- 
less, we must regard as a vicious system, which when the lords are 
considerate always breaks down when the pressure comes. If dues 
were levied only upon profits we should have a principle that would 
work without interference ; and that, supposing the rate to be fairly 
adjusted, would in the long run be just as beneticial to the lords ag 
to the adventurers, 

We have said that there is no complaint as to the liberality of 
some of the lords, Lord Robartes has entirely remitted his 20th 
dues on West Tolgus for some time past, and since December the 
Duke of Cleveland, Mr. John Michael Williams, and the other 
owners of St. Ives Consols have given up their 20th likewise. 
Mr, Basset has remitted the dues in Wheal Basset until July, and 
has reduced South Frances and his portion of West Basset from 
a 15th to a 80th, to continue in foree until the adventurers 
have been recouped in dividends all they have laid out in calls. 
Ife has likewise reduced South Carn Brea from an 18th to a 24th, 
Lord Robartes has put Tincroft down to a 26th, and subseribed 2002, 
towards the man-engine.

Wheal Jane, of which Lord Falmouth is one of the chief 
lords, is saddled with an 18th, and has suspended working. South 
Crofty, which has several lords, has similar dues, and the adven- 
turers wish it was all in the hands of Lord Robartes instead of 
being divided. Doleoath, Pedn-an-drea, and Wheal Agar are each 
a 20th. <A 30th is certainly the Azghest that should be paid now. 

A good deal of censure has been passed upon the merchants for 
the rapidity with which some—not all—of them have relinquished 
their shares, whereas it is the general belief that no class of men 
can better afford to keep them on. There is no doubt that relin- 
quishments have been far too hastily made, and that in many cases 
in quarters from which much better things might have been expected. 
The smelters, however, behaved well by Providence Mine in offering 
to take the relinquished shares to help it to tide over. 

It is stated that Mr. J. IL. Collins, F.G.S., has resigned his appoint- 
ment as consulting engineer and analyst to the Cornish Consolidated 
Iron Mines Corporation, and is now associated with Mr. W. R. Roe- 
buck, of St. Austell, and Mr. George Leeman, M.P., of York, in an 
important Cornish undertaking. 

The Pentewan Railway was the only new scheme affecting Corn- 
wall in respect of which any parliamentary opposition was seriously threatened. 
It is now understood that matters have been arranged. A committee has been 
formed at St. Austellto make arrangements for inviting Sir Morton Peto, Mr. Roe- 
buck, and the directors of the Cornwall Minerals Railway Company to a banquet 
on the occasion of the opening of the railway, as an acknowledgment of the great 
benefits they have conferred upon the county. 

There has been a strike at Pawton Iron Mine in consequence of 
an alteration of hours by the manager. The miners at Boscaswell have been paid 
261/. in part payment of the 600/. due tothem. “ Kitting” at Botallack had led 
to the committal of a tributer named Hill to the Assizes. He was working at 
18s, in l/., and the charge against him was that he had added such a sample of tin 
to the sample of his pitch that was tried, that whereas what his pare were really 
entitled to was 2/.

If not, Sir John 
St. Aubyn, supported by the other Cornish members, was quite prepared to bring 
the matter under consideration, although the chances of a private member getting 
a Bill through this session were really hopeless. He wished the mining interests 
in Cornwall were as flourishing as the agricultural. Never, so far as he knew had 
the mining interest experienced a period of depression equal to that which it was 
then passing through. However, he thought, with Mr. Vivian, at Helston that 





there were circumstances which pointed to an improvement in the future. True, 
the supply had increased, but the demand was increasing too, and he held that 
the true policy now was to economise and wait, and not toabandon. THe regretted 
much that any attempt had been made to revive the five-weeks month. The Cornish 
miner had been the most patient, hard-working, and contented worker in the 
whole kingdom. Strikes and Unions had been unheard of, and yet the unwise 
attempt to reimpose the five-weeks month had driven a portion of them to seek 
association with the Miners’ Union of the North of England.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTILT STAFFORDSHIRE. 


April 16.—The Iron Trade of South Staffordshire is in a very 
languid state, and there is not much prospect of early improvement. 
The wages difficulty has been amicably settled alike in the pig and 
finished departments of the trade, but it is clear that much greater 
relief than has yet been afforded in the cost of production will be 
necessary to restore business to anything like its normal condition. 
The pig ironmakers continue to blow out, or damp down their fur- 
naces, owing to the comparative absence of demand. Of the total 
of 160 built in the districts, only 60 are now in blast, among the 
latest extinguished being those of the New British lron Company, 
Messrs. Ward, Holcroft, Solly, and Sparrow.

sperity, when they really could earn almost as much as they pleased, 
and as the miner is free from many heavy imposts which press upon 
other working men those of a steady turn have saved considerable 
sums of money, and all the men have been more or less intoxicated 
with the novelty of the situation. No wonder, then, that the pro- 
posed reduction is to them a bitter pill, which they will only swallow 
on compulsion ; however, we maintain that there is no remedy; 
reductions must be made, as the valae of coal has already fallen 
enormously from the top price, and fuel is becoming every day more 
plentiful, and must fall further yet, but to what extent it is, of 
course, impossible to foretell. The nominal top price of best steam 
coal is still 18s, per ton, and house coal 16s. per ton, but sales are 
male in many cases at lower rates.

Company. With the exception of the Rose Bridge Colliery 1 
the pit is the deepest in the kingdom, and it was exceedi 
known in the mining world. About 8 o’clock at night (Tu 
explosion took place, and the news soon spread, it was brough 
the pit bank by a man named Harrison, who, it appears, with _ 
other datallers, was employed in repairing and propping the - ia 
an arched tunnel, about 80 yards long, which served as the main, : 
way to the northern portion of the working. The men were working 
about 30 yards from the bottom of downcast pit, and were en 
on a piece of roof which was loose and threatening, when a sa 
fall took place, and opened a “‘ blower” of gas. They were woekaat 
with open lights, and there was instantly an explosion which = 
ried the men several yards away, and blocked up the tunnel _ 
debris. Harrison was the first to recover, and he found himself clos 
to the shaft; and, after rendering what aid he could to the sutferer 
at hand, ascended to the surface to tell the sad news. The ni ht 
shift men were at work, and it was at first feared that the explog ~ 
had swept all these away. Thirteen of the men, however, were poe 
at the pit eye, having made their escape by a return air-way, mg 
dually over 100 men were released by the explorers, whose work 
was materially impeded by a fire which broke out amongst some 
woodwork, By 11 o'clock in the forenoon of Wednesday 30 bodies 
had been found ; at the time of writing the exploration is not com- 
pleted, but it is thought that the total number of dead will exces 
40, The scenes at the pit have been heartrending. Everything that 
could be done has been done by the proprietors, and the medical 
men of the district have been unremitting in their attention, That 
the pit was considered safe is shown by the fact that the datallers 
used open lights at the work in which they were engaged. The pit

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REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE, 


Apru 16,—The lead mines of Derbyshire are in much the same 
state as they have been for a considerable time past, and we hear of 
very little fresh ground being broken, Ata great many of them 
little more is being done than is sufficient to pay working expenses, 
and some have even not done that. If the output of ore is takenat 
500 tons per week it will beas much as itis; and, whilst at not more 
than one place does the tonnage reach four figures, there is not a dozen where it 
goes as faras three. Millclose Stoop, Bage, New Edge, Eyam, Peak Forest, and 
Mill Daim appear to be the principal mines, but the production of the county ap- 
pears to be considerably less than its actual capabilities. The miners’ wages, too, 
as a rule, are very low, especially for a county where there are coal miners who, 
working many hours less than those engaged in the lead mines, get three or four 
times the amount of wages. It is, therefore, not at all surprising to find that the 
men employed at the Sheffield, or rather the Mill Dam Mining Company’s mine, 
at Great Hucklow, have struck for an advance of wages from és. to 18s. per week. 
Such remuneration should at the present time be noticed particularly by the col 
liers, who are opposing any reduction of their wages, for there is no reason what 
ever why a man working in the lead mine should not in the course of a very short 
time become an expert collier. P 
The Coal Trade has been rather better during the week, but this 
is owing to the decreased production in the Easter week. Prices remain much as 
they have been, although merchants in the metropolis have been able to advance 
their rates about 2s. per ton since the commencement of the present month, all 
of which my be looked upon as extra profit for them.
